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GHI Board Receives Boiler Room Use 
Proposal, Discusses Personnel Policies

Former board member Ma¬ 
ry Clarke appeared before 
the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. on 
April 3 to request time to 
explore a plan for use of a 
large boiler plant by the 
Catholic community. 

Clarke emphasized that the 
idea was hers at this time and 
that she had net had time to 
discuss it with other members of 
the community. However, she 
said, the group was looking for 
a place to worship and she hoped 
that the boiler plant could be 
purchased, perhaps for the cost 
of renovation. She expressed a

President Margaret Hogerisen 
asked General Manager Ron Col¬ 
ton how long it would be before 
demolition of the plant would 
begin. He said that demolition 
of the piants was .scheduled to 
begin on April 17. The contract 
is already let. 

After some discussion, Director 
Janet Cantwell made a motion to 
instruct management to work 
with the Catholic community on 
the proposal and to bring back 
a recommendation at the next 
board meeting on April 17. This 
motion passed 6 to 2. with Direc-

Hutchins opposed. Wirick said 
that he was uncomfortable with 
the plan because getting permis¬

Hutchins 
pointed out that the corporation 
would have continued exposure 
to liability for these premises 
while the issue was being con¬ 
sidered. 

Change in MOC Procedures 

The board approved without 
dissent a management recom¬ 
mendation that a resident mem¬ 
ber must appear on the Mutual 
Ownership Contract. In his re¬ 
port bo the board, Colton ex¬ 
plained that since 1953, “it has 
been the custom and practice in 
GHI that parents are allowed to 
purchase units for occupancy by 
their children. Likewise, children 
sometimes purchase units for 
occupancy by elderly parents, etc. 
... It has been the practice that 
the designation of the member 
for purposes of the Mutual Own¬ 
ership Contract is a decision left 
to the family involved.” 

Colton's report also pointed out

it has been the Corporation's 
practice that, if the person re¬ 
siding in the unit is not on the 
Mutual Ownership Contract, a 
tenant-subtenant lease must be 
executed. This policy was not 
applied retroactively. Thus we 
have situations where the resi¬ 
dent of the unit is not on the 
contract nor under a sublease. 
Several of these have become 
problems. . . . For this reason, 
staff is recommending that the 
Board revise the policy to require 
that the person living in the unit 
be on the Mutual Ownership Con¬ 
tract. This policy would be effec¬ 
tive with any new members, but 
probably cannot be required of 
persons who received their Mu¬ 
tual Ownership Contract before 
the policy's effective date.” 

Personnel Policy 

The board spent most of the 
evening going over the changes 
in the corporation's personnel 
policy which had been recom¬ 
mended by management. The 
question of materriity/patemity 
leave for childbirth or adoption 
occupied a large share of the 
board's attention. The board split 
on the question of giving 16 
weeks of leave without pay to

Liquor Board Denies 
BLX License to Copa

The Prince Georges Liquor 
Board denied the application of 
the Greenbelt Video Corporation 
for a BLX liquor license for “The 
Copa,” a proposed music video 
and restaurant establishment in 
Beltway Plaza. According to a 
Liquor Board spokeswoman, the 
application was denied on April 
2. No basis for the denial or 
other detail® was given, she said. 

The Greenbelt city council, at 
its meeting on February 24, rec¬ 
ommended that the liquor board 
deny the license. The council 
members cited concerns about 
parking and security problems 
among their reasons for recom¬ 
mending denial. 

The Copa f planned for the lo¬ 
cation now occupied by the 
Showcase-Beltway theater, was 
to be a 9,750-square-foot estab¬ 
lishment which would have in¬ 
cluded a 154-seat restaurant and 
a sizeable dance floor as well as 
a 50-foot video screen, 

Sidney Brown, developer of 
Beltway Plaza, commenting on 
the liquor board action, called the 
denial a “political decision.” He 
also said he expects that the 
board will eventually grant the 
license. He said that the Copa 
“will operate” and called it a 
“proper use here/' 


This proposal to develop par¬ 
cel 15 is the latest of a number 
of plans for the piece of wooded 
land lying between the Beltway 
and “Buddy” Attick Park, 
Charlestowne Village, and the 
American Legion. The current 
plan call® for 38 two-story com¬ 
mercial townhouse units along 
the Beltway, designed to create 
a barrier for noise from the 
Beltway, and 158 residential con¬ 
dominium units that would run 
in a line closest to Charlestowne 
Village. The 10 acres of land next 
to the lake park would be dedi¬ 
cated to the city under this plan. 

Four council members ex¬ 
pressed their opinion at the work 
session that this was the best 
plan they have yet seen for Par¬ 
cel 15. Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White said he did not want to 
see Parcel 15 zoned any denser 
than R-55, single family homes. 
But several council members ex¬ 
pressed their ideal preference as 
no development at all on this 
parcel. 

While council members thought 
the new proposal was the best 
plan yet for Parcel 15, they ex¬ 
pressed concerns at the work 
session that were similar to those 
raised earlier in the. city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB) re¬ 
port to council (see News Re¬ 
view, February 27). The APB 
report was favorable to the lat¬ 
est development proposal of Par¬ 
cel 15 while at the same time 
noting several problems which 
need further study, such as noise 
from the Beltway, increased traf¬ 
fic through adjacent parts of 
Greenbelt, recreation needs, and 
compatability with Charlestowne 
Village.

Steve Curtiis of 9 Court Ridge 
Road noted that most of the 
traffic on Ridge Road between 
Westway and South way is from 
the area of the University Square 
Apartments and Charlestowne 
Village. He feared such through 
traffic will increase if this 
planned development is built. He 
requested a traffic light on 
Greenbelt Road at Lakecrest 
Road to alleviate this flow (since 
peciped are back-tracking using 
Ridge Road to get to the traffic 
light on Southway). He also 
would like a stop sign at 11 
Court Ridge Road to force this 
through traffic to move at slower 
speeds. 

Keith Chernikoff expressed his 
hope that council will discuss 
the problem of recreation facili¬ 
ties in the area of the planned 
development and was assured by 
Weidenfeld that it would.

Auction '86 to Benefit ERHS Scholarship Fund 
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Greenbelt has lost another of 
its few remaining “pioneers.” 
Alta L. Morrison, age 87, passed 
away on Eias/ter Monday, March 
31, at Doctor's Hospital. She had 
resided at 58 Crescent Road for 
almost 50 years. 

She was horn A'lta Leonice 
Beall in 1898 in Green City, Mis¬ 
souri, the youngest of five chil¬ 
dren of a Civil War veteran and 
hois wife. She gTew up in this 
small rural community and grad¬ 
uated from high school with 
honors in penmanship, art and 
music. 

Allen Morrison, 12 years her 
senior, was Alta's Sunday School 
teacher. He was an eligible bach¬ 
elor and considered a “great 
catch" by many of the girls, but 
Alta was the one to win his 
heart. In 1908, Alta was only 
10 hut Allen, 22, had already 
served on the school hoard and 
was now planning speaking en¬ 
gagements for the then Demo¬ 
cratic Presidential nominee, Wil- 
-liam Jennings Bryan. When he 
became a cashier in the local 
bank, Alta went to his line to 
cash her cheek just to talk to 
him. 

When Allen Was called to serve 
his country in France in World 
War I, Alta made a life for her¬ 
self in Green City. On hits return 
from the war, he was elected to 
the Missouri State Legislature 
and wrote many letters and post 
cards to Alta from Jefferson 
City. Allen and Alta became a 
team in 1930 when they were wed 
in Kansas City, Kansas. 

With the onset of the Great 
Depression, Alien applied for 
work with the federal govern¬ 
ment, receiving an appointment 
with the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion. The family with two chil¬ 
dren, Shirley and David, moved 
to Washington, D.C. in 1934. 
They lived in an apartment for 
three years until learning about 
a new town being built in Mary¬ 
land—Greenbelt. Out of tbe 9,000 
applications received by the fed¬ 
eral government for the 885 
rental units available, roughly 
one in 10 were approved for 
residency in the new planned 
community “out in the country.” 
Overjoyed to learn they were the 
first family approved to live in 
the model town, they moved in 
with other “pioneers” in Oc¬ 
tober 1937. As quoted in an Eve¬ 
ning Star article in October 1902 
(Greenbelt25th a nniversary), 
Mrs. Morrison said, “I wa*s ready 
to go back to Missouri. Until we 
got this place, I know we would 
have gone.” She loved Greenbelt 
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and neither she nor Allen ever 
returned to Missouri. 

During World War II’s man¬ 
power shortage, Alta carpooled 
with neighbors to work at the 
Treasury Department, Payroll 
Disbursement, from 4 p.m. to 
midnight for four years. She 
now had two more boys, Donald 
and Billy, to care for as well as 
her husband, who was serving 
as Greenbelt's Mayor for the 
same period, 1941-45. 

After the war she returned to 
her home full-time. Every kind 
of flower imaginable has graced 
her lawn, where she could be 
found working in her straw hat 
after hanging the day's laundry. 
Pink roses cascaded around the 
entrance to her home every May. 
Slhe always carried her age very 
well and was active most of her 
life until last November when 
illness struck. 

Alta Morrison modestly shared 
in the honors bestowed on her 
husband, A wing of the Youth 
Center is named the Allen D. 
Morrison Lounge for Senior Citi¬ 
zens, and Morrison Drive is lo¬ 
cated in the GreenbeHt's Windsor 
Green subdivision. 

Mrs. Morrison is survived by 
daughter Shirley L. Clute; three 
sons, David A., Donald G., and 
William B.; eight grandchildren; 
and six great- grandchild re n. 

Services were held on April 4 
at Fort Lincoln Cemetery Mau¬ 
soleum Chapel. By request of the 
family, memorial contributions 
may be made to Greenbelt Com¬ 
munity Church, Hillside and 
Crescent Roads.

To Much to Ask? 

On April 8, Judge Joseph Kap¬ 
lan signed an order placing Com¬ 
munity Savings & Loan into re¬ 
ceivership. One result is ithe elim¬ 
ination of all further interest 
payments after that date! The 
Maryland S&L Depositors' Com¬ 
mittee opposed the order. While 
there is a legal need to go into 
receivership for one or two days 
in order to consummate the Mel¬ 
lon purchase, there is no justifi¬ 
cation for doing it a month early. 

According to Marje Hoban, 
who attended the court proceed¬ 
ing and took shorthand notes, 
Judge Kaplan said that he did 
not think it was asking depositors 
too much to give up a month of 
interest, when they are getting 
the privilege of having the state 
bail them out to the tune of $131 
million of the taxpayers' money. 
Kaplan added that for the de¬ 
positors to say, give them inter¬ 
est until the last moment, was a 
bit much. 

These outrageous comments 
ignore the State's deliberate ef¬ 
forts to encourage trust and the 
subsequent betrayals, the seven 
months of locked-up savings, and 
the reduction of interest to 5 % 
percent. The Judge seems to ig¬ 
nore the failure of Governor 
Hughes and his executive depart¬ 
ments to first stop the cancer, and 
then to solve the resulting crisis 
promptly. We are the victims, 
not the cause of the crisis. We 
expect justice from the courts, 
not further penalties. We are not 
seeking a “privilege" or a “bail¬ 
out." We are simply asking for 
access to our own money in our 
“insured" accounts.

Opposes Longer Terms 
For Greenbelt's Council 

I oppose the proposed length¬ 
ening of city council terms from 
two to four years. 

I have never met an incum¬ 
bent politician who wouldn’t like 
a longer term. I have never mot 
an incumbent politician who 
wouldn’t prefer to spend less time 
campaigning. Challengers to the 
incumbents generally have the 
opposite view. 

The arguments for longer 
terms here in Greenbelt are 
identical to those made anytime 
the issue arises. Most recently 
these have been heard in the 
context of extending the Presi¬ 
dency from four to six years. 
Those arguments always are: (1) 
to provide greater continuity, 
and (2) reduce the amount of 
time wasted on campaigning. 

In this country in general, and 
in Greenbelt in particular, there 
are few jobs as secure as being 
an incumbent politician. In the 
10 Greenbelt city council elec¬ 
tions I hlave observed, the num¬ 
ber of defeated incumbents could 
be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. For the past two decades, 
in this, and in other ways. Green- 
belters have indicated that they 
have been pleased with the job 
done by the city council, and 
have, therefore, overwhelmingly 
returned the incumbents to office. 
It is hard to see that with a turn¬ 
over rate of less than five per¬ 
cent one needs greater contin¬ 
uity. 

I have little sympathy with the 
argument for reducing the time 
“wasted" on campaigning. Cam¬ 
paigning time has been that time 
when the council members meet 
with the voters outside of the 
council chambers, outside of 
scheduled council meetings, out¬ 
side of a highly structured agen¬ 
da running under Roberts Rules. 
Curiously enough, this happens 
every two years shortly before 
an impending election. I don't 
think this is a waste of time. I 
donU think once every couple of 
years to do this is too often. 

Traditionally- successful candi¬ 
dates have been those who have 
done a . . . lot of door knocking, 
Thbt may be a waste of time. 
However, the dity will benefit by 
having city council members who 
find more successful strategies 
on a biennial basis, rather than 
allowing them to avoid meeting 
with their constituents every two 
years. 

Thomas Jefferson said: “The 
itree of liberty must be nourished 
with the blood of revolution 
every generation." An election is 
a non-violent revolution. The 
blood of Community Greenbelt is 
nourished by these biennial elec¬ 
tions. That is, the knowledge of 
our community by our citizens 
is refreshed by having issues 
raised and discussed in a way 
that happens only during an elec¬ 
tion. One need only look in this 
and the county newspapers to 
see by column-inches the impor¬ 
tance an election is accorded, 

Greenbelters should not give 
up their biennial colloquay. It's 
one of those things which enable 
us proud'ly to say “Greenbelt Is 
Great”.

Our Museum Needs 
A Permanent Home 

The recent debate regarding a 
site for the proposed GreepbelJt 
Museum is one that threatens to 
compromise not only the success, 
hut the integrity of this fine pro¬ 
ject. Failure of the GHI mem¬ 
bership to approve the use of an 
original unit in favor of a “quick 
fix" for the proponents of the 
North End School would be a 
giaint step backward for the Mu¬ 
seum Committee. To suggest set¬ 
ting aside a room in the North 
End School (even temporarily) 
for use as a museum space would 
reduce the concept of an histori¬ 
cally and architecturally accurate 
museum site to one of “simple 
exhibition" of a representative 
sampling of furniture, books, and 
historical artifacts. Aside from 
destroying the character and in¬ 
tent of the Greenbelt Museum, 
there may be other, more far- 
reaching implications which have 
not yet been considered. 

First and foremost, the Mu¬ 
seum must have a permanent 
home. Once it is open and oper¬ 
ating, the organization will be 
eligible to seek corporate, foun¬ 
dation, and federal funding to 
augment the existing operating 
budget; to research and mount 
special exhibitions; to improve 
the quality and quantity of its 
collection; and to endow the mu¬ 
seum, thereby helping to ensure 
its long-range financial stability. 
As a current employee of one of 
the largest federal granting 
agencies and former small mu¬ 
seum employee, I can state with 
great certainty that without a 
permanent home, these options 
will not even exist for the mu¬ 
seum. 

Secondly, use of an original 
unit would not only place the 
Museum—physically and histori¬ 
cally—where it should be, but 
would also serve to attract a 
broader audience that might 
otherwise never express an in¬ 
terest. . Aside from educating 
school children and the general 
public about the history of the 
town, the Museum would also 
attract architects and architec¬ 
tural historians, preservationists, 
those interested in furniture (its 
design and relation to its sur¬ 
roundings), as well as students 
and aficionados of 20th century 
American history and culture. 

To forego an opportunity to 
house the Museum in its proper 
and rightful historical context 
would be a disservice to the town 
and future Museum visitors. The 
Museum Committee and the citi¬ 
zens of Greenbelt have a unique 
opportunity to preserve an im¬ 
portant part of our heritage for 
those who wish to learn about 
and benefit from it. This oppor¬ 
tunity should neither be com pro¬ 
mised nor relinquished.

Greenbelt CARES resumes its educational and voca¬ 
tional services this month after hiring Bill Daniels to over¬ 
see the GED preparation classes, the tutoring service and 
the job bank. 


“The program has been on hold 
for several months," Daniels 
said.

Daniels, who has a Master’s 
Degree in English literature and 
teaches English composition part- 
time at Montgomery College, will 
instruct the GED class on Tues¬ 
day and Thursday mornings from 
10 a.m. to 12 p.m., beginning on 
April 29. The class runs for 10 
weeks and includes registration 
information for the GED test.

the opportunity to work for their 
high school diploma," Daniels 
said. 

The second program Daniels 
is working on its the tutorial ser¬ 
vice, “The tutorial program 
usually supplements the school 
year curriculum," Daniels said. 
“This summer we want to start 
r summer program," that wil] 
concentrate on developing the 
basic skills of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

“We have plenty of volunteers 
during the school year,” he said, 
“buit we need students and tutors 
for the summer." 

Daniels is also organizing a 
job bank for people under 15 
years of age. “The job bank 
offers kids a chance to make a 
little extra cash for the summer," 
he said.

a male employee as paternity 
leave. The matter was later re¬ 
formulated by Director Todd 
Amani by limiting leave for 
female and male employees to 12 
weeks maternity/paiternity leave. 
Amani and Cantwell both strong¬ 
ly supported the position that 
male and female employees 
should be treated the same. Cant¬ 
well made the point that to grant 
more leave to a female employee 
is “sexist” because it implies that 
the male employee is more val¬ 
uable to the corporation than the 
female employee. 

Amani’iS motion was passed 7-1 
with- Hutchins opposed. She said 
that while she hoped GHI was 
a compassionate employer, she 
felt that the board needed to 
make policies which are for the 
good of the corporation. 

Other personnel policy actions 
taken by the board included: pro¬ 
vision for employees to be allow¬ 
ed to take time and a half com¬ 
pensatory in lieu of paid over¬ 
time at the employee’s option; 
making new employees eligible 
for health insurance coverage 
after they have completed 30 
days employment; turning' down 
a proposal to give the day after 
Thanksgiving as a holiday; re¬ 
ducing somewhat the amount of 
life insurance paid for by the 
corporation but allowing the em¬ 
ployee to buy additional term 
insurance at the group rate. 

The board did not take action 
on the entire package of policy 
changes. Such action was de¬ 
ferred until the next regular 
board meeting on April 17.
